The discipline of the Argentine troops 4s very good pro- 

bavly better than any other South Amerioan troops. 

compulsory service in the Argentine Army is not regarded 
with enthusiasm by the young Argentines, but with few exoeptions 
all classes, high and lov, serve when consoripted. Probably 
those of the upper olass do not serve as long as the others, 
due to the fact that they learn more readily, and laok of 
appropriation for the entire year's service, many are necessarily 
@isoharged early, and the more 4ntellicent are selected. 

The discipline of the commanders varies, but on the whole 
4t is believed disoipline has improved under the new administra~ 
tion which dates from October 13, 1923, when a Colonel now a 
Brigadier General of the Permanent Army was appointed Minister 
of War. Under President Irigoyen promotion was made not accord- 
ing to law but by favoritisn. 

The only serious breach of discipline ocourred in 1920, in 
the Sth Division, Headquarters in Tucuman, where disorganization 
and even mutiny became apparent. These were due mainly to the 
favoritien of the President and the mixing of officers in 
politics. 

It appears that there were frequent meetings of non~ 
commissioned officers oonsoripts and Civilians and these were 
held inside and outside barracks, and a conspiracy of some 
moment was on foot. 80 slowly grew the influence of these 
groupe, over the officers that they managed to obtain suppression 
te Be 


However, loyity to the Government and patriotism are very 
strong in the Argentines, and their esprit de corps. high. In 
combat it is believed that they would show great stamina. 

The relations between the officers and men are demooratio, 
respectful and disciplined. 
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In the Aeronautical service discipline 4a enforoed by 
the ordinary military tribunals: also passes are withheld, 
not permitted to fly, ato., all of whioh is effective. 

The disoipline of the unit ia good, much better than it 
was in the past. 

The atamina, staying power, virility, atrength and vigor 
of the men is good. It is believed that the personnel of both 
officers and enlisted men would have mugh dagh, epirit and 
ardor in an attack. 

The oommand2re are much interested in their work. 

Profesaional ethics are good, that is, according +o the 
Latin oharacter. 

Officers and enlisted men both ‘respect their superiors 
and subordinates. Aas a whole they are much interested in 
military service, and are well satisfied with the system of 
universal training. 
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There are no government agpropriaticns and org mised 
agencies for morale work. 

In the army it is prohibited to employ soldiers to attend 
gardens, farms, orchards. Division Cosmanders and Chiefs of 
the various departments are direoted to see that the soldier 
personnel are not employed on duties foreign to their instruo- 
tion, such as masons, Carpenters, painters, eto. Also that 
the number of tailors, shoemakers, saddlers, armorers, meohanioa 
are limited to neoccasities. 

dldren of the military personnel, who are of school 
age receive special oonsideration in the National Colleges, 
Normal Sohoole and Institutions of Special Instruction when 
they are transferred from post to post.  Oert£ficates of 
matriculation are furnished to assist them in being assigned to 
grades. 

The Central Commission "Pro-Patria" 4s authorized to 
bestow annually prises to the ret eee conscripts of each regi- 
ment of infantry, oavalry, artillery, Mngineer battalion and 
military institutions who may have demonstrated by their 
exemplary oonduct, most correct military oomportment, in the 
fulfillment of duties, good oharacter and excellent conception 
of instruotion and aptitude before their oaptaing. 

In each unit there is a canteen for non-coamissioned 
officers, for the purpose of bettering their messes. 

From time to time Regimental standards are accepted from 
Communities, as an acknowledgement of @ high manifestation of 
patriotic sentinents. 

A prise is given by the Ministry of Wer for the polo 
Championship in the Army. At the Military Oollece an annual 
prise “Pro-Patria® is awarded the Minister of War.

Volunteer soldiers with bounty, on signing their first 
contract or the successive ones on reeinlistment as soldiers, 
will receive a volunteer bounty of $100.00 pesos per year payable 
at the beginning of each year. 


Service Reward to N.C.0.'s. 


The right of the volunteer bounty ceases when he ig promoted 
to Corporal, the bounty already paid remaining. in his favor,al- 
though the year may not have ended, but he will have, from the 
day of his promotion, in addition to his salary, the service 
reward, payable monthly. 

Corporals, lst corporals, sergeants and lst serveants will 
have during their first 5 years of military service a service 
reward whioh will be respectively 120, 150, 180 and 340 pesos 
annually and paid monthly. 

They will have during the five(S) following years a service 
rewaré of $160, 180, 340 and 300 pesos annually, and paid monthly. 

During the five (5) following years the service reward will 
be pesbeonively 180, 240, 300 and 360 pesos annually, and paid 
monthly. 

After 15 years’ service and until retirement, the service 
reward will be respectively 340, 300, 360, 480 pesos annually, 
and paid monthly.

Every citizen whatever may have been the condition under 
which he was enrolled has to report the disappearanoe of the 
cause of his exemption when it oocurs, within 30 days from 
the disappearance of said oauss, being subject then to the 
Obligations of his olass. Aditizen outside the territory of the 
Republic, on the disappearance of the Cause, has to report 
the fact to the Argentine Consulate or in writing to the 
Ministry of War, where there is no consulate, of his being 
subject to service on his return to the Republic. Regulations 
are established oovering methods of granting exemptions, and 
Penalties are awarded for not complying with the enrollment 
aaws.

Comparison unfavorable to Brasil is made with the 
operation of the compulsory service law in Argentina. At the 
Close of the Peregueyay War compulsory service was decreed in 
both oountries---1878 in Argentina, and 1874 in Brasil. The 
law was inforced in neither country, but in 1895 the prospect 
of war with Chile led Argentina to reform her law, whioh has since « 
been more efficient. Brasil siso reformed her laws in 1908 at 
the time of reorganizing the entire Army, but it was not actually 
put into effeot until 1916. As a result of 35 years of 
compulsory service, the looal experts Olaim that Argentina has 


1916, 3,926; 1917, 17,615: 1918, 16986; 1919, 14,3683. Tn arma- 


trained men and grave fears are expressed for the result, should 
guoh an experiment be tried. It is pointed out that the 
Argentine did make such an experiment, general mobilisation 
being deorecd January 31,1807. January 14th, the call was 
issued, and at the olose of 48 hours of the reserves had 
presented themselves. Te Brasilian writer confesses that such 
a result ie"admirable" especially when the oooasion for the 
mobilization was a general strike whioh had the sympathy of a 
large majority of the reserves who responded. 

It is aleo pointed out that the laws of Argentina do 
not encourage and assist slacking as is the oase in Brasil.

(Entre Rica and Corrientes) In time of peace, diverse nuclei for 
the instantaneous formation of two (3) Divisions of Independent 
Cavalry as a seourity force of the fronticr, and at the same 
time protect the concoentration. These divisions and eventually 
others after mobilization and concentration, will be constituted 
into armies. 

In recent years attention has been given to reinforce the 
Cavalry and inorease the Artillery. 

As to the Cavalry, it 46 thought that three brigades of 
Cavalry would be formed on the Chilean frontisr, and three 
others on the Brazilian frontier, 4n the first a squadron of pack 
machine guns and in the second, wheeled owing to the mountains 
and plains, respectively. The effeotives are quite enouch to form 
an independ nt Cavalry Division on & war footing. 

The rapid mobilization of the personnel is faailitated 
enormously by the extensive railwoy linea which cover the most 
populated parts of the territory, and with reference to material, 
there are three arsenals in the Republio with a suffioient 
capacity with well-organized stores, and these are joined to the 
railway lines which are conbined with the big river arteries. 

Besides this prinoipal faotor, which 49 a powerful one for 
rapid Argentine mobilization fhe foliowing might be quoted: 


a) The number of years that oonsoription has been going on 
(22 years in 1933) and its continual perfeoting. With the 
{noorporation of the olass of 1902 made in 1983, the ten classes 
of the Army of the lst Line and 10 of the National Guard, 
besides two of the Territorial Guard will all enter the lines 
of the Army; that is, the Argentine Republio may mobilize 23 
Olasses, all instructed, of the 36 provided by the law. The 
second project of the Government, the obligation for military 
service up to 50 years, instead of 45, as at present, will have 
as # Consequence 4& means of obtaining more. 


b) The existence of war material, clothing, equipment, eto. 
ane evffioient quantity to arm the mon 4mmediately available, and 
the capacity of the national factories to furnish in 4& short time 
equipment and clothing for the reserve troops. Among these 
factories it is sufficient to mention the two most important 
whioh are: Casimiro Gomez! establishment with 3,000 workmen, 
and a capital of 10 million pesos, founded in 1668, whioh 
manufactures leather goods of all kinds, shoes, eto} and Angel 
Braceras? establishment which is able to produce many uniforma 

r day. Wot only this firm, but also that of Oasimiro Gomez 
and others, furnished Europe with large quantities of their 
products during the World War, and Oasimiro Gomez has sold some 
years 150,000 sets of equipment to the Argentine Army, after 
having won out ina presentation of tenders not so much for 
the low prices, but due to better quality of axrtioles. In 
fact the products of this firm are of the first quality. 


o) The War Arsenals in Argentina are conveniently distributed 
so that Buenos Aires oan supply the first and aeoond Military 
Ragions; that of San Lorenzo the third and fifth, and that of 
Cordoba the fourth, besides the mutual assistance they give 
eaoh other, as there is no great distance between them. On 
the other hand, the arsenals are making great progress, and not 
long ago a deoree was published by the Executive Power ordering 
that 3,000,000 pesos paper be delivered to the General Direotion 
of Arsenals to fabricate war material, these were complementary 
elements for the Army's he ree ore machines, installa- 
tions ef new offices,eto. which is taken from the General 
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Revenue of the Nation, that 1s to Bay, it is not tnoluded in the 
War appropriation. f+ is nedessary to state a propos of this, 
that all the economies carried out by the Ministry of War are 
stipulated in the General Account of the Nation under the special 
heading "for repair of war elements" and are Placed at the 
disposal of the General Direotion of Arsenals with the end indi- 
cated; in 1916, for instance, these economics reached more than 
2,000,000 pesos, and they were not sufficient, like the appropria- 
tions voted for the arsenals, to fulfill the needs and liabilities 
of these establishments. 


d) Existenoe in all the cobps of mobilization depots of the 
necessary elements for initial war operations, giving time for the 
Quartermaster to orvzanize oalmly his supply service. 


e) Inoorporation of candidates to become officers of the 

reserve who undertake their three months' service annually 

students military service) many of whom receive their papers as 
officers of the reserve. In 1919, for instanoe, 810 candidates 
were appointed sub-lieutenants of the reserve in the four arms. 
They were all candidates who made their military service between 
the years 1913 and 1918 inolusive, and who are submitted to a 
Complementary course of instruction from January to yaroh in 1919, 
and having been approved were promoted to this post, as there 
existed vacanoles in the table of reserve officers of the Field 
Division. This aoquisition of new officers for the reserve 
was the result of insistence with which the Government, by means 
of succeagive resolutions, attacked the question. 


f) Organization Tables of Mobilization by Commanders of 
Divisions of the Army, Brigades, Units, Military Distriots, eto. 
and from whose formulas were approved the “appropriation for 
printing" with the sum of 12,600 pesos; in these tables there 
figured the oomplete assignment of all the reserve personnel of 
the Permanent Army, National and Territorial Guard, the composition 
of the different units of the Army in campaign, the necessary 
effectives, discrimination and aptitude of the personnel,eto. 
Then in 1916, a revision of all the non-commiasioned officers 
was ordered in the three grades, and all the reserve officers 
Were notified, in order that they provide themselves with their 
field uniforms and ocommunioate their domiciles to the Military 
Districts. 


g) The existence of projects of the Organio Military Law, - 
one for the Government and the other for the Chamber (the latter 
is drawn up on the first) whioh duplicates the contingent of 
consoripte inoorporated annually, as well as a table of officers 
of the permanent army. This is a factor to be considered, whioh 
will oertdnly give the Argentine Army a notable efficiency.

In 
a@ word the units on @ war footing formed from the present Army 
of the line would be provided with material(but somewhat anti- 
duated) leaving a supply for the National Guard. 


o) Remounts.

Duration of Mobilization. 


If it 18 supposed that the points of concentration are in 
their majority in the provinoe of Entre Rios, as is continuously 
studied by the students of the Superior Sohool of War in their 
final exeroises-for the course, and imagining that the Argentine 
Republic would not have to despatch forces for the different 
fronts, it might be said that the mobilization of units on a 
war footing would need four weeks, taking into account the 
capacity for transport of the river and rail lines, and the 
resources of Argentina's well appointed ports, and the other 
different factors as are already seen. 

Independent Cavalry might not need so muob time, and two 
weeks would be sufficient, taking also into oonsideration that 
its aotion would be felt from the first day of mobilization.

The 10 classes of the National Guard oan mobilize 133,900, or a 
surplus of 10,900, more than half a olass that 1s annually inoorporet 
ed. Thus almost all of the 10 olasses from 30 to 40 years of age 
would be inoorporated.

Duration of Mobilization. 


The contingent of conscripts pertaining to the National Guard 
presents a certain heterogeneity as well as the cadre of the 
non-commissioned officers; espedially both men and non-oonmmission- 
ed officers of the reserve need a period of instruction before 
being sent to the front. It would be necessary to make uniforms 
and equipment as there exists about 300,000 or more equipments 
of all arms in the mobilization depots. 

From these considerations, it is seen that several months would 
be necessary for the mobilization of the Reserve Divisions.

The Field Army formed of 30 instructed olasses and oompos— 
of 6 Army Divisions, 5 Reserve Divisione and 2 Divigions of 
Independent Cavalry, has a atrength of 253,000 men (inolusive 
of General Headquarters and the special troops only). The 
grand total of the mobilized force being 706,500 exolusive of 
the Territorial Guard, would leave 454,400 men from whom more

The Executive ia authorized to organize and regulate 
the military statiatios of the Republio whioh will comprise 
horses, mules, vehicles and their harness, equipment and other 
necessary elements for a mobilized army. The Military 
satatistios will be renewed every three years. 

As to the effeots of the present law in all the 
military districts of the Republic, they will be oarried out 
and have up to date, the required registers of the proprietors 
of horses, mules, vehioles and their harness, equipment and 
other elements declared fit for military service in case of 
mobilization. 

The proprietors of equipment, whioh the military 
statistics comprise, are obliged to present to the military 
authorities for inspection and classification in the place 
where they may be. This inspection will be repeated annually 
to make sure of their oondition, and to remove from the inven- 
tories those things which on account of their oondition cannot 
be employed in campaign. 

In the military inventory, only will be entered thas 
articles indioated above which are gerviceable, fixing their 
walue, oonsidering the current market price, and making an 
agreement with the proprietor. 

The following are excepted from entry in the military 
inventory: horses, mules, vehicles and other elements belonging 
to the diplomatio oorps and consular agents; horses and mules 
of officers on adtive or mobilized service whioh may be for 
their personal yse; stook farms, fanoy animals, pregnant mares 
with colts or thoroughbred. 

This inventory will not be to the meee of the 
development of horse, cattle, sheep and hog raising. 

In oase of mobilisation, total or partial, of the 
forocs of the nation, the elements referred to above in the 
military inventory are deolared publio utility. 

When mobilization is declared, proprietors of stock, 
vehicles and other elements comprised in the military inventory 
who receive notice to deliver them will do so at the town or 
nearest station, on the day and hour indicated. 

The transgressors who do not submit their property . 
for inspection to the military authorities will be ished by 
a fine of from 50 to 30 pesos paper (moneda nacional) without 
prejudice to further aotivities whioh may be punished. :

Cavalry Instruction 


This has been modified as a result of the World War. In- 
stead of habitual mounted work as heretofore, more attention is 
veing paid to fire action. it is therefore the intention to 
sive the trooper more amaunition; to the squadron-machine gun 
rifles; to the regiment, heavy maohine guns; and to intensify 
the instruction acoordingly- 

Fire oombat is now considered the prinoipal means of cavalry 
agotion; mounted action as bein:; limited to regiments, independ nt 
aquadrons or minor fractions. 

Instruction ie pursued in equitation and mounted work in 
oharging,eto. by squadron and regiment, but muoh more and 
diversified instruction is ziven on foot. Instruotion in 
seourity and information is pursued, aswell as marches night and 
day in full pack. 
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For the first time since its organization, military 
aviation took an aotive part in exercises with the army during 
the course of amual exeroises held recently, (1923). 

Sixteen officer students and 16 non-commissioned 
officers of the flying corps took part under the direction of 
the following instructore: Captain Gonsales Albarracin, observa- 
tion, artillery and infantry; reconnaissance, Major Verdaguer} 
photography, Captain Zuloaga; wireless, Oaptain Gias.

A plan has been proposed by Colonel Mosooni, late Chief of
